' Atlantans have brought a traf- 
fic shambles upon themselves be- 
cause “this is. a city of selfish- 
ness,’ Major General George Van 
Horn Moseley, retired fuurt. corps 
area commander, charged last 
night as Atle-ta’s new 25-mile- 
per-hour speed limit raised pub- 
lic interest to a high pitch. 
“Why is it that all efforts to 
improve traffic conditions in At- 
Jenta fail?” asked the geveral, in 
a statement. “For just one reason 
only. Atlarita, fine as it is in so 
many respects, is e city of selfir - 
ness. 


Selfishness Evident. 

“No one wishes to give way for 
the benefit of the whole communi- 
ty. This selfishness is evidenced 
throughout our drive for our 
Community Chest, in cur lack of 
support of our city government, in 
our effort to reduce crime, and in 


our struggle to 
conditions,” Moseley declared 
caustically. 

As chairman of the Atlanta 
Citizens’ Traffic Safety Commit- 
tee, the general promised 100 per 
cent support to Mayor Hartsfield 
and laid the whole blame for traf- 
fic conditions upon citizens. The 
mayor and city council are re- 
sponsive to the wishes of the ma~- 
jority, he pointed out. He defend- 
ed the 25-mile speed limit but 
asked that it be liberalized where 
justifiable. 

To this yesterday were added 
the voices of Captain Jack Mal- 
com, traffic squad head, who ap- 
pealed to fleet owners and indi- 
vidual motorists to “just try out” 
the lower speed limit for a few 
days, and Councilman J. Allen 
Couch, who plans to seek passage 
of a series of traffic reform pro- 
posals at the next meeting of city 
council, December 19. 

Couch Proposals. 

Couch proposes to ban all park- 
ing at all hours on the following 
streets: Spring from Peachtree to 
Whitehall; Courtland from Wash- 
ington to North avenue; Washing- 
ton from Trinity to Courtland; 
Marietta from Broad to Forsyth; 
Forsyth from Marietta to Walton; 
Poplar from Peachtree to Spring; 
Exchange place from Edgewood to 
Ivy; and one biock of each street 
entering Five Points with the ex- 
ception of Marietta from Peach- 
tree to Broad, and Walton street 
from Forsyth to Peachtree. 

He would establish a 30-mile 
speed limit.

JAPAN DEF NITELY 


Newspaper Reveals New 
: Conversation Directed 
to Britain ‘and America. 


TOKYO (Thursday), Dec. 8.— 
(UP)—Japan today informed the 
United States and Great Britain 
that they should accept as inevit- 
able the revision of the Open Door 
policy in China, the usually well- 
informed newspaper Asahi stated. 

The American and British am- 
bassadors, Joseph C. Grew and 
Sir Robert Craigie, attended a 
conference with Foreign Minister 
Hachiro Arita, at the latter’s in- 
vitation, and it was at this meeting 
that Arita was said to have con- 
veyed Japan’s views of the “out- 
moded Nine-Power treaty” to the 
ambassadors. 

The newspaper Nichi Nichi, in 
connection with parliamentary de- 
bates, asserted that Japan will not 
tolerate British efforts to block 
“the new Far-Eastern order.” 

The Japamese press generally is 
asserting that third powers cannot 
expect continuation of special 
privileges in China, which here- 
after must be regarded as inde- 
pendent instead of having a “semi- 
colonial” status. 

Both the United States and Bri- 
tain, and France as well, have pro- 
tested to Japan against closing 
China’s great watérways to their 
ships, asserting that free commerce 


was guaranteed by the Nine-Power 


treaty affirming the Open Door 
principle. Japan’s reply was that 
the rivers were not:safe and that 
military necessity caused ‘their 
closing to foreign ships. 

There are increasing indications, 
however, especially in view of 
most recent developments, that Ja- 
pan does not intend to allow the 
economic. activities of western 
powers to interfere with Japan’s 
plans to make China a member of 
her east Asia bloc, economically 
and militarily.

Georgia’s 1939 motor car . tags 
will defy convention and appear in

This announcement came yes- 
terday as the. first shipment of 
the 1939 edition—approximately 
30,000 tags—arrived at the motor 
vehicle division in the state cap- 
itol. 

It was quite a surprise for em- 
ployes in the motor vehicle di- 
vision. For, years now the tags 
have alternated orange and blue 
for numerals and backgrounds. 
Naturally, everyone was expecting 
the same monotonous colors this 
year, but: when the boxes were 
opened there were the bright yel- 
low tags shining like a fresh crate 
of lemons. 

But there had been no mixup in 
the color scheme, for, apparently, 
they were just what had been 
ordered. They are made at Tatnall 
prison. 

“I think they will be _much 
easier to read from a distarice,”

This development came _ soon 
after Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull arrived at the head of the 
American delegation, which in- 
cludes former Governor Alf M. 

The United 
States delegates found that Ger- 
man journalists had preceded 
them and were active with unof- 
ficial missionary work among 
South American representatives, 

Hull Pays Visit. 

Soon after his arrival Secretary 
Hull called upon four leading 
Latin American delegations, and

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deals at the conference opening{ 
Friday. 

Secretary Hull held a press con- 
ference tonight after talks with Ar- 
gentina’s foreign minister, Jose 
Mario Cantilo, Dr. Carlos Concha, 
Peruvian foreign minister, Jorge 
Matte Gromaz, chairman of the 
Chilean delegation, and Julio To- 
bar Donoso, Ecuadorean chair- 
man. 

Hull said the Latin American 
leaders with whom he: talked ex- 
pressed determination to go for- 
ward with Pan American co-op- 
eration in a spirit of harmony. 

Benavidez Speech. 

President Oscar R. Benavidez, 
of Peru, in a world-wide address 
said tonight the conference. con- 
templates the world of today 
“without fear,” because of “the 
peaceful and law-abiding ten- 
dencies of our respective democ- 
racies and by reason of our 
American principles, which are 
among our fundamental contribu- 
tions to human civilization.” 

President Benavidez said the 
western hemisphere nations “do 
not wish to be strong in order to 
use our strength against the weak- 


ness of other countries, but only 
to positively insure our sov- 
ereignty and guarantee our efforts 
for the future.”

Thus, it appeared that although 
he has signed a new pact of 
friendship with France guarantee- 
ing the Rhineland frontier Hitler 
still holds the key to European 
peace and is keeping Paris guess- 
ing as to whether he will support 
an Italian desire to remake the 
Mediterranean map.

COLONY SURRENDER 


Hitler’s Demands: Rejected 
Before Commons, Which 
Votes Approval. 


LONDON, Dec... T.+(UP)—The 
house of commons tonight reject- 
ed, by a vote of 252 to 127, the 
arbitrary surrender of any “Brit- 
ish colonies or mandated terri- 
toes to Nazi Gefmany, which was 
described as “a nation unfit to 
govern backward peoples.” 

_ The overwhelming vote follow- 
ed an announcement by Colonial 
and Dominions Secretary Malcolm 
MacDonald rejecting Adolf Hit- 
ler’s colonial demands. 

Partisan Gesture. 

The 127 votes cast against the 
motion constituted merely a par- 
tisan gesture because the con- 
servative amendment deleted a 
Laborite proposal that all “back- 


ward” British colonies be placed 


under an international mandate, 
perhaps under the Léague of Na- 
tions, to protect them from. ag- 
gression. 

The debate before the vote was 
marked by violent attacks on the 
Nazi drive against Jews whom 
Laborites said have been driven 
into “slavery more fearful than 
the world has known since the 
Roman galleys.” 

It was announced simultaneous- 
ly that the British embassy in 
Berlin has called the German 
government’s attention to the fact 
that the rights of British citizens 
in the Reich are jeopardized by 
the latest anti-Semitic decrees.

NAZI PARTY ORGAN 
“ANSWERS” LONDON 

BERLIN, Thursday, Dec. 8.— 
(UP)—The official organ of the 
Nazi party, Volkischer Boebachter, 
this morning promptly answered 
last night’s vote of the British 
parliament against returning any 
of Germany’s pre-war colonies. 

In a front-page editorial head- 
lined “Balderdash About Colonies 
in London—The Old Ruses,” the 
Nazi organ repeated Germany’s 
outright claims for each and every 
one of her former colonies, no 
matter who holds them at present, 
and the same time rejected any 
“plebiscite” among natives to de- 
termine the sovereignty issue. 

The newspaper said that the 
British cabinet had “capitulated 
to the sentiments of street poli- 
tics” and added that although 
Prime Minister Chamberlain de- 
nied the cabinet’s responsibility 
for the recent speech of Earl de la 
War, the cabinet could not shirk 
responsibility for MacDonald's 
statement in commons.

SKILLED WORKERS NEEDED 

During the last 10 years, industry has oper- 
ated with ready trained manpower, drawing 
from the ranks of the skilled unemployed for 
replacements when needed. During this period 
there have been virtually no additions through 
apprenticeships, and even today little has been 
done to create a reservoir from which technical 
labor can be drawn. 

Yet, during the last three years, it has been 
evident the country was approaching a point 
at which skilled labor would no longer bé avail- 
able. Death has slimmed the ranks. Other in- 
dustries have absorbed many of the unem- 
ployed and have offered a measure of security 
which these men will be loath to reject for 
higher, but more irregular, wages in the skilled 
field. 

The pinch was first felt on WPA projects, 
where for a time it was almost impossible to 
engage in any work which required a leavening 
of skilled hands to aid the ordinary laborer. 
More and more, relief work was turned to proj- 
ects which required a minimum of trained as- 
istance. More and more, WPA turned its atten- 
tion to the task of training men to obtain the 


necessary personnel—providing at the same 


time a reservoir for the private constriction 
field. At the first peak of returning prosperity 
it was found that purchased goods did not 
measure*up to previous standards.and the trou- 
ble was ascribed to the absorption of néw 
workers and old workers who had lost a meas- 
ure of skill. 

Now that business has started again on the 
upward path, with probability the rise wil] con- 
tinue as a steady growth, this problem of skilled 
labor will be more and more in evidence; it 
will be one which must be met by extraordinary 
. measures. For the answer, the nation must look 
to the schools and to the relief agencies, 4 con- 
dition which suggests basic changes in the con- 
cept of education and relief. 

Schools today are a compromise, largely, 
because education must be attuned on the one 
hand to the student who will continue to col- 
lege and to-the student who will end his formal 
education in high school. In a country, how- 
ever, in which almost every student hopes to 
attend college, either through the medium of 
self-help or scholarship if his parents are poor, 
or through parental assistance, it is difficult 
to draw a line of demarcation between those 
who can and should attend college:and those 
who will not be able to continue. 

It should be possible, however, in the junior 
and senior years, to so analyze a student from 
the standpoint of aptitude and home factors 
that his course could be charted with reason- 
able accuracy. In these two years, then, the 
student who is to .enter industry should be 
trained in the rudiments of skilled work so that 
upon graduation he will have something upon 
which to build; some goal toward which he 
can work. 

In relief, it should be possible to provide 
training schools, manned by capable instruc- 
tors, to enable unskilled workers, whether on 
relief or not, ‘o learn a trade in which a short- 
age may be expected. A beginning has been 
made in this phase, but it does not go far 
enough. 

The practicality of the dual course has been 
established in the program of the National 
Youth Administration and the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps—but here, too, are restrictions 
which curtail the value of the program. There 
is no provision for the young men and women 
who have passed beyond the range of the 
agencies. 

The looming shortage is a factor which can 
be charted with reasonable certainty. If it is 
to be met, action must be quickly taken. Inher- 
ent in the problem are conditions which can 
be met by intelligent planning. Relief work has 
created many projects of lasting value, but the 
most valuable would be one which provided for 
human growth while simultaneously providing 
for human needs.

| A LESSON UNLEARNED 
The Republicans, it seems, will not learn a 
lesson. If there has been any doubt the party 


remains, as always, reactionary, that doubt was. 
dispelled in the meeting last week of the party’s 


executive committee. 

In New York state, Kenneth F. Simpson 
brought yourfg Thomas E. Dewey along the 
gubernatorial trail to the closest margin of de- 
feat known in the Empire State in a decade. 
This was accomplished becagse the party in 
that state had espoused liberal ideals. Yet, 
with Simpson the logical and rightful successor 
to Charles D. Hilles as national committeeman, 
the inner council that represents the Hoover 
element pushed retired Senator Hastings, an 
outright old-line politician, into the vacancy. 

The Pennsylvania delegation, which was en- 
abled to win only by the utter repugnance of the 
voters to the local Democratic machine, obvi- 
ously attained the upper hand and will push its 
policy of reaction to the forefront. The pip- 
ing liberal voices in the party will be hush- 
ed. The Grand Old Party will rumble along in 
its grand old way, even if new defeats are 
thereby made certain. ' : 

For there can certainly be no mistaking the 
position of the voters of this country, whether 
Democratic or Republican under normal condi- 
tions. There is no desire for grab-bag Repub- 
licanism. Those Republicans who won in every 
state but Pennsylvania represented forward- 
looking, intelligent liberals and won on that 
premise. The people voted Republican because, 
generally speaking, that party’s candidates ap- 
peared before the voters without taint of politi- 
cal machines, or because of dislike of one phase 
or another of administration policy. Only in 
Pennsylvania was it a case of machine against 


‘machine, and there the Iesser of two evils won. 


The country badly needs a vital opposition 
party. It does not need an obstructionist party, 
which the Republican leaders apparently are 
bent on providing. , 


THE INDIVIDUAL MUST HELP. 

The fact that the federal government has 
assumed a large proportion of the load in so- 
cial, health and charitable advancement has 
had a tendency to lead many people into a 
false sense of assurance that nobody is now in 
want. It has created the impression all needy 
persons and families are being adequately cared 
for. But this decidedly is not the case. While 
agencies of government have done a splendid 
work, the individual must continue to assume 
his share of the burden as in the past. 

This is not the time for sitting back with 
the comforting thought that some branch of 
the government, somewhere, somehow, has done 
the work which the indivdual; as a neighbor, 
formerly did voluntarily. Regardless of the im- 
pression “the government will take care of 
’em,” thes obligation of voluntarily serving, of 
individual giving, has by no means ended. 

There are just as many unfulfilled needs in 
the community today as ever, if not more. 
Theré-are far too many things to be done which 
only the understanding neighbor can do effec- 
tively. Tt is, therefore, no time to permit the 
old spirit of good feeling to die—the will to as- 
sumé personal responsibility—because of a be- 
lief in the false premise somebody on the fed- 
eral, city, county or state pay roll is doing the 
job.

MORRIS BROWN COLLEGE ENDOWMENT. 

During the last 56 years Morris Brown Col- 
lege, in Atlanta, an institution of higher learn- 
ing for negroes, has been almost, if not entirely, 
supported by funds contributed by members of 
the African Methodist Episcopal church. Under 
the high ideals of its leaders the school has 
taken its place in the ranks of the leading ne- 
gro educational institutions. 

In recognition of this position the directors 
of the Julius Rosenwald Fund have arfnounced 
a gift of $50,000 as a nucleus for a permanent 
éndowmeéent. The gift, according to Bishop 
William A. Fountain, chairman of the board of 
trustees, is the largest. ever made to a school 
of the A. M. E. church. 

In these days, if reports coming from all 
directions are to be believed, when most col- 
leges and institutions of scientific research are 
hard pressed to maintain their present endow- 
ments because of an absence of private be- 
quests, the creation of a new endowment should 
be considered a distinct recognition of merit. 

Like most awards of this kind, however, the 
actual paying over of the money is contingent 
upon raising a similar amount—dollar for dol- 
lar—by private subscription. But it is not to 
be doubted that the public-spirited people of 
the state will amply meet the requirements 
upon which the grant was made.

Duty Has No Popular Appeal Till 


Somebody Proves That It Pays 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


There is an island in the southern seas where children are 
néver punished, but kept obedient and well-behaved by the dis- 
cipline of love. They are not punished, because they are regarded 
as the substance and measure of wealth. A man with one child is 
poor; a man with ten children is rich. | 

In more sophisticatedv lands the common attitude toward chil< 
dren, or the rearing of children, is wholly selfish. 

To the early American, who possessed no machines, sons were 
a form of wealth. There was endless work to do, and many hands 
were needed to do it. A man could scarcely hope to work his way 
out of poverty without sons to help. 

Later generations had large families, also, but these, like Topsy, 
just happened. There was little regret, for large families were in 
fashion, and most of our people lived in rural regions where none 
felt crowded. On the farm, a few extra mouths to feed made little 
difference; and both on the farm and in town, the great majority 
of the youngsters, whether boys or girls, learned to make them- 
selves useful and earned their keep. 

Modern people are neither more nor less selfish than their 
grandparents, but their selfishness has a different result. Our na- 
national birth rate is falling so rapidly that a few more years will 
bring us to the point where deaths will equal births. 

The reasons.for the change are quite logical, and might have 
been foreseen. 

Most of our people have moved to town; rents are high and 
homes small; and the cost of having a baby has multiplied. Rear- 
ing and educating a large family is almost beyond a poor man’s 
abilities. | 

Moderns are reluctant to give up the freedom of youth, and 
they require much entertainment. Babies interfere with dances, 
bridge and the movies. 

The status and ideas of women have changed. Some thirteen 
million of them -have jobs. As a whole they are less constrained 
by religion. And since they have become man’s “equal,” what- 
ever that means, they try to enjoy man’s liberties. The majority of 
they above the lowest income level do not willingly sacrifice their 
“girlish figures,” tie themselves down, and assume the burden of 
rearing a family to match some other person’s definition of their 
duty. 

If the present trend continues, it will inevitably harm our coun- 
try more than a war; for those who aren’t having children are the 
fittest, and the unfit in city slums and in backward rural regions 
are multiplying about as fast as ever. 

Yet there is no present hope of change, for selfishness will de- 
,cide the matter, now as always, and moderns have no selfish reason 


to accumulate big families.

Hitler was said to have re- 
ceived a message from Premier 
Benito Mussolini and the Italian 
foreign minister, Count Galeazzo 
Ciano, asking support of the ca- 
lonial demands. 

Ribbentrop was understood to 
have gone as far as he could in 
reassuring Bonnet that Germany 
had been given no advance no- 
tice of the colonial clamorings in 
Rome, He even stated that these 
Italian demonstrations did*® not 
have Germany’s support. 

But he was unable to answer 
Bonnet’s question as to whether 
Germany. would fight at Italy’s 
side. 

The Nazi envoy stressed that 
the Rome-Berlin axis remained as 
strong as ever and that, further 
than that, he would have to com- 
municate with Hitler. 

Before attending the dinner at 
the German-embassy tonight Rib- 
bentrop and Bonnet talked for an 
hour at the Crillon hotel but 
skirted all political problems. 
They talked mainly of economic 
and financial matters and agreed 
that a new Franco-German trade 
treaty should be negotiated. 

An agreement was reached to 
new international guarantee for 
the new frontiers of -Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, provided for under the 
Munich four-power pact of Sep- 
tember 29, which delivered the 
Czech Sudetenland to Germany.

\Educational Equalization Fund ~ 
Backed by Government Predicted 


Equalization of educational op- 
ties* through additional 
federal funds for the states was 
predicted yesterday by Dr. M. D. 
Collins. 

The Georgia school superin- 
tendent also said educational 
leaders were of the unanimous 
opinion that the federal govern- 
ment “would-not tell us what to 
teach or what not to teach.” 

He made the statement after re- 
turning from national educational 
meetings at Miami, St. Louis and 
Indianapolis. 

Dr. Collins said the opinion at 
the conferences was that more 
federal school money, based “pri- 
marily on the states’ needs in or- 
der to equalize opportunities in 
their public schools,” would be 
sought at the next congress.

Beside the heart, germ or em- 
bryo in the kernel, from which 


wheat grows, the outer coat of the 
kernel is removed in the modern 
milling of flour, and the outer coat 
or bran contains considerable vita- 
min B complex, though not so 
large a proportion of it as is con- 
tained in the germ. 


Plain wheat, if people can be 
taught to use it in the everyday 
dietary, is probably the best nat- 
ural food source of the vitally im- 
portant vitamin. B complex now 
available to the white race. 

Wheat bran and wheat germ are 


foods for everybody not under 
medical care or not in a state of 
invalidism.

Those fat pads along the sides 
of the hips may best be dislodged 
with rolling. Begin by lying flat 
on the back on the floor, stretched 
to full extension, and with the 
hands clasped back of the head 
for a buffer. Roll from -side’ to 
side, pillowing the head on the 
crooked elbows. . 

Rolling gets you into condition 
for more strenuous exercises, and 
after a few days you will be ready 
to bump off your hips. This ex- 
ercise is also performed lying on 
the back on the floor, but the arms 
should be held straight out at the 
sides and the knees bent with soles 
of feet on the floor. The feet are 
held together throughout the exer- 
cise. Try to keep the shoulders 
on the floor, raise the hips, twist 
at the waist, and bring the right 
hip and thigh down on the floor 
with a resounding bump, right on 
that fat pad. Raise the hips again 
and bring the left hip and thigh 
down on the other side. The feet 
should. be moved as little as pos- 
sible, @ith the movement centered 
on the waist and hipline. 

Those two exercises will take 
off the side bulges. Now for one 
that reduces a “spread.” Continue 
the same position, lying on the 
floor, but clasp the hands back of 
the head again and extend the feet 
straight down. Hold the feet and 
legs together, raise them a few 
inches off the floor and move 
them in a circle, clockwise, bring- 
ing the knees up fairly close to 
the chest as the top of the circle 
is reached and the hips rolled 
over to the right side. The rolling 
movement necesasry to describe 
the circle includes Both sides and 
back of the hipline. Try to hold 
the shoulders fairly still.
